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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the following reasons. Since "photo" refers to 
light and "uminescence" referes to "emission of light", photoluminescence simply means light emitting. Zakhldov does not teach the 
photoluminescence. However, Gole teaches a post etch treatment for enhancing and stabilizing the photoluminescence from a porous 
silicon (abstract). The combination of the teachings of Zakhldov and Gole will arrive at the photonic crystal having the photoluminescence 
properties as recited in the claims (see page 4 of the Office Action mailed 12/01/2004). Two conditions must be met to overcome the 
finding of obviousness. First, the recitation " photoluminescence enhanced by about ten-fold over a conventional porous structure" needs 
to be incorporated in the claims. Second, Applicants should provide affidavit to show that such properties are unexpected results to one 
skilled in the art. 
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
